A POST WELL FILLED. 


Something About the Record of William 
Best, the Successor of Bernard Callaghan 
on the South Park Commission. 


William Best, the newly-appointed south 


Perk Commissioner, who succeeds Bernard 
Callaghan, is the senior partner of the frm of 
Best, Russell & Co., one of the largest whole- 
sale and retail tobacco and cigar firms of the 
city. His record is that of a successful busi- 
nesé-man, politics and officebolding having had 
little part in bis career, He isan Eaglishman 
by birth, and came to this country in 1852, 
when 10 years of age. He came to Chicago 
immediately upon his arrival in the United 
States. He may be said to be thoroughly 
Americanized, and has been through just 
about the same experiences as the average 
American, including several years’ attendance 
in the Chicago public schools. In 1858, at the 
age of 16, be entered the firm of John C. Par- 
tridge & Co. as a clerk, He worked his way 
up, and was given an interest in the firm. 
About 1876 John C. Partridge: died, and 
Mr. Best organized the present firm of 
Best, Russell & Co., whieh succeeded John C. 
Partridge & Co. He lives at No. 61 Oak ave- 
nue, which is a residence street on the South 
Side, near Thirty-seventh street. His social 
inclinations &re strong, and he is a member of 
the Calumet Club and a director of the Douglas 
Club, arecentiy-organized social club at Thirty- 
fifth street. His political companionship is 
shown by the fact that he is a member of the 
Iroquois Club. Mr. Best is a Presbyterian, and 
was for many years @ member of the Board of 
Trustees of the Sixth Presbyterian Church, 
serving as Chairman of the Building Commuit- 
tee at the time the church was erected. The 
only political office held by him heretotore was 
that of Gcuth Town Collector, in 1883. 

When asked yesterday by a TRIBUNE reporter 
it he bad taken the oath of office, Mr. Best re- 
plied that he bad, and that he bad given a bond 
of $50,000. The reporter ran across a citizen 
who is known to be well informed on matters 
in general and South Park matters in 
particuiar, and asked him how he liked 
the appointment, and how it came about that 
Best, instead of Callaghan, was selected by the 
Judges. Bless you,” responded the citizen, 
“I like the appointment first rate. How was 
it that Best got there instead of Callaghan? 
Now I suppose you think that there was a lot 
of inside monkey-work that the public doesn't 
know about; but as far as I can find out there 
was mighty little, and the true inwardness of 
the matter is very easy to get at. In the first 
place Best is well fitted for the piace. He's a 
good business-man, has lived in the city nearly 
all bis life, has large interests, and is 
well informed on all matters of public interest. 
Then his record is first-rate in every respect. 
He was one of the South Town who 
didn’t keep the 2 per cent and handled the 
office im good style. By the way, be was 
nomiuated without his knowledge—in fact, he 
found it out by reading bis morning paper— 
and I don’t believe be wanted the office. On 
the con x. I believe he would have 
given .a deal to get out of it. 
At any rate, be was elected without 
making any canVass and ran way ahead of his 
ticket. Then look at the bond he put up. It 
was for $7,250,000, and the seventeen men who 
were On it represented $24,000,000, according 
to their bank rating. Mind sou, there wasn't a 
dank on the bond—most Collectors have their 
bond furrished by the banks, on the condition 
that they wil! deposit with them—but all the 
signers were Susiness-men. Now Best didn’t 
care two straws about being appointed South 
Park Commissioner; but his friends were de- 
termined to put bim in. I don’t think that he 
waked up at all until the matter got into the 
papers; then his pride was touched a little. 
Well, as | was saying, it's plain enough why 
the Judges appointed Best. You see the South 
Park Board with Callaghan out would be a tie 
on the much-vexed question of tie extension 
of Michigan avenue boulevard south of Thirty- 
fifth street. The choice for the vacant posi- 
tion lay between Callaghan, Dibblee. and 
Best. Callaghan was Openly in favor of 
the extension, and Dibbiee was as openly op- 
posed. By the way, Dibblee, who is a brother- 
in-law of Marshall Field, had a stunning big 
petition, and the mony represented by the 
names on it would make your headswim. Of 
course it became important to find out bow 
Best stood on the question of extension. He 
was put on record, and be up and said that be 
didn’t know which way be should vote, that he 
was not ughly informed on the subject, 
that he to understand the matter be- 
fore putting himself on record, and that he 
wouldn't pledge himself either way for all the 
Offices in the country. This reply pleased the 
Judges, because they bad an idea that the 
South Park Board should settle the question 
tor itself. If they (the Judges) recommended 
a man Openly piedged either way, they virtu- 
ally decided the question which the board 
should settle. When Best came out flat-footed 
and wouldn't pledge himself they saw their 
way clearto do the fair thing all around, and 
recommended him. Besides this, he is a per- 
sonal friend of several of tne Judges, and I 
guess they all know that he is an old citizeif 
and a thoroughly reliable and competent man.“ 


BARBED-WIRE. 


A Combinatien Effected Which Will Control 
the Whole Output of the Entire Coun- 
try. 

The Barbed-Wire Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion, composed of the licensees of the Wash- 
burn & Moen Company, beld a special meeting 
vosterday at the headquarters of the associa- 
tion, No: 94 Washington street. Ninety-five 
per cent of the barbed-wire manufacturers of 
the United States, representing a total output 
of 130,000 tons of wire, were present, as were 
also representatives of the plain- wire companies 
and the jobbers. The meeting was pronounced 
the most successful and barmonious ever held 
by the association, and upon ite conciusion the 
pledge to maintain all agreements was signed 
unanimously. There was a general advance 
of 10 per cent made in the price of 
wire, and the combination was 80 greatly 
strengthened that it was thought the advance 
could be firmly maintained. 

The barbed-wire combination now practical- 
ly includes the entire manufacture of the 
country outside of the moonshiners at St. 
Louis, who are still turning out barbed wire re- 
gardiess of the Washburn & Moen patent, and 
it bas the market so thoroughly cornered that 
it can doubtless be depended upon to advance 
price-lists as far as the market will bear. The 
President, bowever, stated at the conclusion of 
the meeting that even with the advance barbed 
wire was now cheaper m ratio to the plain 
wire than it bas been for a year, the combine- 
tion in the latter having everything ite own 
way. The association adjourned subject to 
call.

SPARKS AGAIN SAT UPON. 


THE TIDE TURNING AGAINST THE 
LUCKLESS LAND COMMISSIONER, 


Two Important Decisions Reversed by See- 
retary Lamar—The Issue of Patents to 
Be Resumed at Once—Entrymen Who 
Have Once Used Their Pre-emption 
Rights to Be Allowed to Take a Home- 
stead and Then Commute That to a Pre- 
emption—Fraudulent Timber-Cutting. | 


Wasainerton, D. C., March 17.—[Special. ] 
—The tide is turning against Land Commission- 
er Sparks. Yesterday Secretary Lamar signed a 
decision by Assistant Secretary Jenks to the 
effect that the Commissivner’s position against 
allowing an entryman, who had one 
used his preémption right, to take «a 
homestead. and then commute that to a 
preémption, is untenable. Mr. Jenks says 


% man living on the land can buy the Gov- 


ernment’s ciaim against bim as a minor buys 
his time. The money is the equivalent of the 
time. This had been the interpretation in ef- 
fect for years, and the Secretary and his 
assistant now restore and reinforce it. 

But this is not the worst set-back for the 


Commissioner. The 8d of last April be decided 
that the issuing of patents in all the newly- 


settied sections of the West should be stopped 
on the ground that a vast.amount of fraud bad 
been and was being perpetrated. This order 
swept over the entire West from Duluth and 
the British border to Texas and to Wasting- 
ton Territory. Naturally it produced a 
big bowl. Money-lenders, always a nu- 
merous and an anxious class in new 
countries, became alarmed for their se- 
curity. The newspapers and the land-lawyers 
began a vigorous fight on Mr. Sparks, who un- 
wisely allowed himself to talk very freely in 
reply to everything said against him. But all 
the while be stood firmly by his order and all 
efforts failed to budge him an inch. Secretary 
Lamar and the President were with bim. and 
gave him to understand so in an oblique way. 
This made Mr. Sparks bold, and his. special 
agents and fraud-seekers were urged on to 
hunt out all the irregularities they could. Théy 
succeeded, as a matter of course; but 
their success made it apparent that as our 
land laws now stand a contest between the 
Government and a land claimant was entirely 
one-sided, and that the claimant has very little 
show againsta charge of fraud by a special 
agent. This reacted in the people in the 
West, and they began to petition the President 


and the Secretary for a reversal of Mr. Sparks’ 
order of April 3. Delegations were sent on 
from various Territories. Good lawyers were 
engaged to come to Washington and fight 
“the people's battle, and the delegates 
from the Territories and Congressmen from 
the West joined in a memorial to Mr. 
Cleveland showing the injustice being done. 
Finally he has yielded, and Mr. Jenks stated 
last Monday that this week either Mr. Sparks 
would rescind his order or it would be done 
for nim by the Secretary. There are several 
hundred thousand patents that lie banked up 
in the basement of the Land Office, accumu- 
lating rapidly every day for the last year. Now 
these will proceed to patent. Many that were 
prepared prior to last April will probabiy have 
to be rewritten. The Hecorder's Division, in 
which the land patents are made up and 
countersigned, will bave its hands full for 
months to come, night and day, if any attempt 
is madeto meet the demand for paten ts. 

No decision made by Secretary Lamar in his 
year of service at the head of the Interior De- 
partment has caused so much jubilation 
among all classes of people interested in land 
settiement in the Weet as that made yesterday 
in the Brittin case. It affects hundreds of 
thousands of land claims, and, of course, 
indirectiy affects ali classes of business 
interests in the West Monvey-lenders 
ere especially happy over it, as it 
removes a serious clo-d on their securities in 
thousands of cases. Besides’ the 1mmediate 
effects, it indicates that there is to be a break- 
up of the adverse policy of the General Land- 
Office toward the newly settled regions of the 
West. The text of the decision, as addressed 
to Commiseioner Sparks, 1s as follows: 

Two questions are presented by the issues made 
in this case: 

I. Whether a person who has availed himself of 
the benefit of the Preémption act, has received 
the full number of acres allowed er that act, 
can also secure an additional 160 acres under the 
Homestead law. 

2. Admitting that a person who had availed bim- 
self of the benefit of the Preémption act may 4160 
be entitled tothe benefit of the Homestead act, 
whether a commatation of the homestead entry to 
a cash entry under Sec. 2,301, Revised Statutes, is 
not an exercise of the preémption right, and 
whether the allowance of such an entry is not 
practically awarding to such applicant a second 
preém ption right? . 

In his report of 1866 Commissioner Wilson, in 
speaking of the question whether a person who 
commutes a homestead entry can afterwards enter 
other land under the Preémption act, says: 

On this point it has been ruled that when a party 

legally entitied makes an entry under the Home- 
stead law of May 20, 1862, and thereafter at any 
time after the expiration of five years shall come 
forward, make istactory proof of his actual set. 
tlement and cultivation to a given day, and then 
pay for the tract, the proceedings merely consum- 
mate his homestead right, as the act allows the 
payment being a legal substitution for the contin- 
uous labor the law would otherwise exact at his 
hands. A claim of this character is nota pre- 
emption but a homestead, and as such will be no 
bar to the same party acquiring a preémption right, 
provided he can legally show his right by virtue of 
actual settlement and cultivation on another tract 
at a period subsequent tothe consummation of his 
homestead.” 
The only limita pon bis right under this in- 
terpretation is, that he shall not be permitted to 
consummate bothjentries at the same time. This 
construction of the law has. been uaiformly fol- 
lowed ever since bythe Land-Office and the de- 
partment in administering the law governing the 
disposition of the public lands under the Home- 
stead act; and even if this statute would beara 
different construction, I do not think it would be 
in rdance with sound policy or the exercise of 
a legai discretion to give to this law a different 
interpretation in the decision of a case in which 
the conduct of the parties affected theore- 
by was ident controlled by the in- 
terpretation of that law as then pronounced 
by the department. The official duties of 
the heads of departments are not merely minis- 
terial, but they are required to expound and in- 
terpret the laws and resolutions of Congress under 
which they act. 

But independent of this view, I concur im the con- 
struction of the statute as given by my préedecés- 
sors. See. 6 of the Homestead act (2,299 K. 8.) 
provided that nothing contained in this act shall 
be so construed as to impair or interfere in any 
manner whatever with existing preémption rights“; 
and provided further, that all persons who have 
fled their applications for a preémption 
right prior to the passage of thie act shall be en- 
titled to all the privileges of this act” Clearly 
the first part of this proviso intended to secure to 
those who might avail themselves of the benefit 
of this act the then existing right of entry under 
the pre@mption laws; and the second part of this 
proviso was intended to secure to those who have, 
therefore, availed themselves of the preémption 
right the benefit of “the Homestead law in addi- 
tion thereto. For o reasons | reverse your de- 
cision and herewith return the papers transmitted 
with your Office letter of Jan. 25, 1885.

It was the disclosure of 
Vanderbilt's presence in the scheme that brought 
out the Jewett move, and caused its final defeat, 
as the Supreme Court sustained the injunction. 
Then Mr. Devereux was forced to resign the 
Presidency of the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton. 
Then came the building of the Nickel-Piate Koad, 
and Vanderbilt's fear of the new competitor 
to Lake Shore. He called for Gen. Devereux to 
meet bim at Niagara Falls. Vanderbilt wanted 
him to buy for him the Nickél-Plate. Devereux 
showed how he could not, but recommended Judge 
Stevenson Burke. Burke was summoned and did 
the work. It was in October, 1885, that Gen. 
Devereux's health began to fail. In November he 
went to Kurope, and came back but little im- 
proved, becuuse his disease was incurable. Since 
then he has gradually failed. His daily 
work was torture, and his daily presence 
at his desk an act of heroism. Gen. Devereux’s 
name was a symbol almost of honesty wherever it 
was known. He wasan earnest Episcopalian and 
a prominent Freemason. He leaves a wife and 
four children, two sons and two daughters, and a 
comfortable competence. Naturally Gen. Dev- 
ereux’s office would fall to Judge Stevenson Burke.

Of 
course in the absence uf any better evidence 
we can only judge of the cause by the effect. 
The effect is known. It is my opinion that 
the veseel was beaded athwart our course. Ac- 
cording to the rules of the road at sea she had 
the right of way and it was the business of the 
steamer to either fall off and let her pass to 
leeward or check up and let ber cross our 
bows. Instead of this the Oregon forged ahead 
at a full rate of speed and the schooner struck

* BACK OVER A MILLION. 


Ferd Ward's Shown Up in 
Bright Colors by the Referee’s Decision— 
James Goodsell Makes a Levy on the 
Western Union Money-Drawer—Import- 
ant Arrest of Forgers. 

New Yor, March 17.—({Special. |—Interest 
in the never-ending history of the Grant & 
Ward failure was revived today by the decision 
of Referee Hamilton Cole in the long 
pending litigation before him to de- 
termine the ewnership of the immense 
sums drawn from the defunct firm by 
William 8. Warner, including the real estate 
and other valuabie property turned over to 
Warner by Ward the day succeeding the an- 
nounoement of the failure of the firm. From 
the beginning Receiver Davies and Ward's in- 
dividual assignee, George C. Holt, held that 
all the property conveyed was not legally 
Warner's, and bégun soon after the fallute 
to take measures to secure the return of all 
that could be reached. Similar claims were 
also put in by the receiver of the Marine Na- 
tional Bank, the assignee representing James 
D. Fish, and the Series of New 
York and Kings County, and 
finally, by Mrs. Ella ©. Ward, 
who claimed the Pierrepont street house. 
By the referee’s decision judgment is found 
for Mr. Davies to the amount of $1,255,361 and 
interest in cash, Which Mr. Cole holds to have 
been illegally drawn out from Grant & Ward 


over to Warner by the midnight transfer of 


May 7, 1884. The case is remarkable not alone 
for the big amounts involved but also for the 
extraordinary mass of testimony pro and con 
fied in the case. The bearmgs began, imme 
diateiy after Mr. Cole’s appointment as referee, 
Oct. 8, 1884. The settiement in this suit in- 
volved all the questions involved in the others 
which have grown out of the failure. 
Referee Cole finds that at the date 
of the origibal copartnership Ward was 
hopelesiy insolvent, owing $200,000 more 
than he could pay, and that of the reported 
capital of $400,000 none of the partners con- 
tributed a dollar in cash except Ulysses 8. 
Grant Jr., who, June 380, 1880, paid Ward 
—— and Gen. Grant, who put ia 

00,000 between Nov. 1 anc Dec. 1, 1880. The 
firm is declared to have been insolvent from 
its incéption, and Mr. Cole finds that this was 
always known to Ward, who concealed the 
actual state of affairs from his partners. 

All the property conyeyed to Warner, Mr. 
Cole finds; was purchased by money fraudu- 
lently withdrawn from the rm. Receiver 
Davies was entitled to the conveyance of it to 
him, The testimony shows that between Dec. 

1884, Warner paid 


$6,532,300, and drew out $7,787,662, and that 
these immense sums represented no actual 
transactions whatever, the transactions being 
part of Wards traudulent scheme for the 
purpose of obtaining money from vari- 
ous parties. The moneys paid to 
Warner were fraudulently obtained by 
Ward and fraudulentiy withdrawn from 
the assets of the firm, and were paid to Warner 
with the intent to defraud the legitimate cred- 
ftors of the firm. The contracts surrendered 
by Warner to Ward as a consideration 
of the transfer of the real estate are 
held not to have been valued obligations 
against either the firm or ite receiver. Mr. 
Cole says that none of the defendants other 
than Julien N. Davies, as receiVer and as 
signee, bave any len or interest in 
any of the moneys or real estate received by 
Warner which can be enforced in this action. 
The referee orders a judgment to be entered 
decreeing that the transfers by Ward to 
Warner were void both as to the moneys paid 
on the alleged contract business and on 
the real estate surrendered by Ward and 
bie wife, and that Warner must account 
to the receiver for the excess of his receipts 
and for the property, or its proceeds, trans-

F. H. Kennedy said that it had been charged 
that a certain member of the association beld 
a receipt signed by him for $6 which Capt. Cor- 
coran had paid him for dues and which bad 
not been turned into the treasury. If any man 
bad such a receipt, be wanted to see it. A. W. 
Beecher produced the receipt, signed by Ken- 
nedy. who pronounced it a forgery. 

After further discussion a motion to adopt 
the resolutions was lost by a vote of 19 to 16. 
A communication was read from the President 
of.the association, Walter C. Newberry, ia 
which be charged that committees had solicit- 
ed funds for various purposes and appropriat- 
ed the money to the shame and disbonor of the 
association. He therefore resigned the 
Presidency. This was referred to a special 
committee with instructions to investigate the 
charges. Daniel R. Root tendered his resigna- 
tion as Treasurer and a member of the associa- 
tion. Thomas Brewn, the Vice-President, and 
Henry F. Jones, Corresponding Secretary, then 
tendered their resignations, on which no action 
was taken.

FRAUD VERY EVIDENT. 

For the last few days a warrant has been out 
for the arrest of Mr. P. Morrissey, charged 
with illegal registration in the Fifth Precinct 
of the First Ward. Morrissey gave bimself up 
yesterday. He is a waiter at the Continental 
Hotel, but when he registered swore that be 
lived at the Eureka House. He sers that he 
was drunk at the time, and met two men in a 
saloon who induced him to register his 
name in the books of the Fifth Precinet.

At No. 320 Clark 
street the proprietor could not be found, but 
it was said de would be in this morning 
at 9 o'clock. There was no book to 
compare the registered names with. In 
one instance, when the clerks came to the 
saloon at No. 194 Van Buren street, from which 
ten names have been registered, the saloon- 
keeper refused to answer their questions. The 
clerks made use of the authority conferred on 
them by the new law and called the patrol- 
wagon. The proprietor became submissive, 
and answered their questions afterwards. At 
No. 172 Van Burren street, also in the Tenth 
Precinct, a saloon kept by a man named Con- 
ners, the clerks entered to investigate a man 
who had registered from the place under the 
name of William Fay. They asked the barkeeper 
if there was any body registered from the place. 
“No, there is nobody bere,” was the reply. 
Then the proprietor stepped up and said: 
“Yes, there is. We have a man here named

The clerks went back here” and found a 
room with what they considered two poker ta- 
bles, but not beds. 

The next positive evidence of fraud was 
found in the Eighth Precinct. The Pacific Block, 
corner of C.ark and Van Buren streets, had 
been given as their residence by thirty-nine 
people who ere registered.

ANOTHER BANK GONE UNDER, 


Harlan F. Tracy & Co. of Elmwood, I., 
Make an Asignment—Liabilities Over 
$60,000. 


Pzorta, Iil., March 17.—([Special.|—The vol- 
untary assignment of Harlan P. Tracy & Co. of 
Eimwood iu the County Court here today for 
the benefit of their creditors created a great 
deal of surprise in business circles, be 
ing totally unexpected. The firm did 
a large bankimg business and were ex- 
tensively engaged in the manufacture of paper. 
In Elmwood the feeling culminated in a meet 
ing of about fifty creditors of the defunct firm. 
A demand was made for an examination 
of the books and the setting aside of the assign- 
ees, Thomas Clinch, W. A. Clinch, and N. 8. 
Barber, it being urged that W. A. Ulinch was, 
in eonnection with Harlan P. Tracy, an as 
signee of T. H. Tracy & Co., who failed a year | 
ago for a heavy sum, and that N. 8. Barber was 
too old for business. At the time of the failure 
of T. H. Tracy & being the fatner 
of Harlan P., there was a heavy run on the 
latter’s bank, and that institution would have 
gone down then had not some of 
the prominent men of Eimwood helped 
it out. These same men, it is asserted, 
are the ones who. will be bled 
the most by this failure. The meeting ap- 
pointed a committee to waiton Mr. Tracy, who 
consented that they should examine the books, 
but nothing was done in the matter of the as- 
signees. It was agreed that the money deposited 
in the bank Tuesday should be refunded to the 
depositors.

Prot. Faber Gives a Private Exhibition of 
His New Speaking Machine. 

Prof. Joset Faber gave a private exhibition 
of his wonderful talking machine to eleven 
representatives ot the Chicago wress and City 
Clerk Pilautz at the Palmer House yesterday 
afternoon. The professor, a swarthy-com- 
plexioned Hungarian, with heavy dark mus 
tache slightly streaked with gray and goatee 
of the same description, was assisted in the 
performance by his wife, a nervous-lookmg 
elderly lady in large gold spectacles, who gave 
practical! illustrations of the professor's lecture. 
The proféssor’s English was about as broken 
and intelligible as the French, German, and 
English that were ground out by bis machine. 
The apparatus, which was mounted on a gilt 
table, was suggestive of a combined typewriter 
and biacksmith’s forge. The vital parts of the 
mechanism consisted of a bellows representing 
the human lungs, an artificial larynx with the 
reguiar number of vocal cords, a miniature 
windmill which gave out thetrilling r sound 
so dear to the Scotch heart, a mouth, tongue, 
and flexible under-jaw with particularly coarse, 
uninviting, and decidedly sticky lips of dark 
india-rubber, and an upturned coil of rubber 
tubing which, through some unexplained freax 
of nature, did duty for a nose, though situated 
several inches below the mouth.

The Republic- 
an took this ground because the assessment 
principle bas an inherent actuarial defect, 
which will certainly bring to griet every asso- 
cia no matter how well managed. The as- 
soci will ‘run like a clock’ about so many 
years and then run down like a 
clock and cannot be wound up again. This 
defect lies in this fact—that as soon as the 
original members, taken in at various ages, 
reach the average age when deaths become 
most frequent, assessments become 80 
numerous that nger men refuse to remain 
in or join. Consequently the association ceases 
to take in new members. It grows smaller 
and smaller. Each of the survivors sees with 
dismay that nobody will be left to pay assess- 
ments when he dies; and in disgust they throw 
up the sponge, losing all they have paid to the 
families of deceased members. This is the in- 
berent defect of all purely assessment life-in- 
surance companies. The Boston and Albany 
association will illustrate it, because it has 
been managed by capable and honest members 
of the staff of the road, Superintendent Russell, 
Paymaster Holt, and others. Any one of these 
men might bave figured out this result just as 
certainly in advance, as now after the result, 
if he bad gone to the bottom of the arithmeti- 
cal problem involved. The result was as cer- 
tain fifteen years ago as the interest on 81 
at 6 per cent compounded for that period, or 
any other simple arithmetical problem. And 
these remarks apply to all purely assessment 
associations of voluntary membership.
